the application's proposed service area within the 730 days immediately preceding the filing date
of the certificate of need application;

o file a written objection with the agency specifying reasons why 1 or more of the criteria of T.C.A.
Section 68-11-1609 (b) are not satisfied, and serve a copy to the contact person for the applicant,
not later than 15 days before the Agency meeting at which the application is originally scheduled
